Document A2 discloses storing histories of communication results of facsimile 
communication, wherein a history desired to be displayed is selectable. 

Document A3 discloses storing communication results including information 
indicative of a recipient of a facsimile, so that the communication results can be output 
for every recipient. 

Document A4 discloses registering PIN on a communication-participant basis and 
outputting communication results for every PIN. 

Document A5 discloses selecting only the communication results including a 
specific user and outputting them.

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Documents A1 and A5 claim priority based on the same first-filed application. 



Document A6 discloses outputting communication records according to various 
criteria input by a user (such as successful communication result, unsuccessful 
communication result, transmission result, reception result, date and time of 
communication, type of communication circuit, information about recipient, type of 
communication service and latest communication record). 

English translations of the foreign-language documents are not readily available. 
However, the absence of such translations does not relieve the PTO from its duty to 
consider the submitted foreign language documents (37 CFR §1.98 and MPEP §609). 
English language abstracts are provided herewith.
